My Lords and Gentlemen, 

The following is my Beport for the year 1887. 

The Gallery was open to the public under the usual conditions from the 1st of 
January to the 31st of December, with the exception of the month of October, during 
which it was closed as usual for general cleaning, &c. 

Within that period the number of visitors to the Gallery was as follows : —

(Of whom 21,570 visited the Gallery on Sundays.) 

By payment, ......... 1,649 

The Students’ attendances were ....... 1,848 

The number of catalogues sold was 293. 

The number of new students admitted to copy was 28, of whom 23 were ladies and 
5 gentlemen.

In order to purchase the picture by Ruysdael and De Keyser it was necessary, with 
the sanction of the Treasury, to forestall the grant for the ensuing year to the amount 
■of £300. 

The following Donations were received during the year : — 

1. The sum of XI, 000 from Sir Edwai-d Cecil Guinness, Bart., to enable the Board to obtain a selection 

of Mezzotint Portraits at the sale of the Chtdoner Smith collection, from the first portion of which 
200 Portraits, almost all having some connection with Ireland, and many of them of the greatest 
l-arity, wei-e purchased for the sum of £694, leaving a balance of £306 to be expended at the 
second portion of the sale in the following year.

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It was resolved to introduce into the National Historical and Portrait Gallery 
autograph writings of persons therein represented from time to time as opportunities offer 
and a collection of 20 such was presented by Richard Green, Esq., containing, amongst 
others, autographs of Grattan, Curran, Plunkett and O’Connell. A letter written by 
Thomas Moore relating to it, was included in the purchase of his portrait by Jackson ; 
and an autograph of one of his melodies, both words and music in his handwriting, was 
purchased for £2. 

Three solid screens were erected down the centre of the Historical and Portrait 
Gallery for the exclusive exhibition of the Mezzotints presented by Sir Edward Cecil 
Guinness, Bart., 80 of the choicest of which were framed and glazed and arranged early 
in the month of August. 

At the special request of the Committee of the Arts and Manufactures (Jubilee) 
Exhibition of Manchester, the following pictures were lent for the term of the 
Exhibition : — 

1. “ A Merry Christmas in the Baron’s Hall.” By Daniel Maclise, b.a. 

2. Portrait of Sir Maziere Brady, Bart., Lord Chancellor of Ireland, by Sir Thomas A. J ones, p.r.h.a.

The pictures lent to the President and Council of the Royal Academy at their 
request to form part of their Winter Exhibition of Old Masters at Burlington House

The Pictures by Luea Signorelli, Van de Yelde, Ruysdael and De Keyser, Van Bergen, 
Harlowe and Hoppner — all the above, together with the Picture by Wouwerman, were 
glazed. 

The following were framed as well as glazed — The Pictures by Luca Signorelli, 
Watts, Cregan, and Rotliwell ; also the Drawings of Lord O’Hagan, Bishop Jebb, and 
Lord Tyrconnell, and the 80 Mezzotints mentioned above. 

The Portrait of Thomas Moore, by Jackson, and the Picture by Luca Signorelli were 
placed in glazed mahogany cases.
